REMARKS 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, noting that 
something must cause the circuit to change from unstable to stable. In response, Applicant has 
amended the claims to include the application of an electrical signal which causes the circuit 
initially to be unstable. The circuit as described in the amended claims has the property of 
responding to a signal by becoming unstable for a random period of time before becoming stable. 
In other words, the application of the signal to a non-operating circuit causes it to begin 
operating, whereupon it is initially unstable and becomes stable after a random period of time. 
The application of a signal to a circuit that is currently operating and in a stable state causes the 
circuit to become unstable for a random period of time, where the random period of time is a 
condition natural to the circuit and not a matter of design, and after the random period of time the 
circuit by its nature becomes stable. The Applicant believes the amended claims now satisfy the 
requirement of 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicant has amended the claims to clarify them to satisfy 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph, and believes the claims are now in condition for allowance.
